ke king Papilts, to ſeduce the People of Scotland from the true Religion publicily pꝛofeſt 
in this Nation; And all3 to withdzaw them from their due obedience to their Su- 
boy. WO pꝛeam Magiſtrate, and to ſtir up Sedition and Hoſttlity within this Country, hath 
SDOZZSD cauled divers good Laws to be made againſt Jeſuites, Seminary-Prieſts,and Tra⸗ 
ficking Papilts , which nevertheleſs, foz want of due execution, have been rendered ineffectual in 
| reference to the good ends thereby intended; which hath encouraged and emboldened many Je⸗ 
ſuites, Seminary⸗Pꝛieſts, and Traficking Papiſts, to reſoꝛt into this Nation, and to continue 
6 therein, in oꝛder to their carrying on the foze-mentioned Deſign; Which the ſaid Council (with 
trouble and grief ) taking notice of, They, tn diſcharge of their duty, do hereby Deciace, That 
ſuch Jeſuites, Seminarp⸗Pueſts, and Traftcking-Papiſts who ſhall after the Twentieth day 
of April next enſuing, in the year 1656. be found in any part of Scotland, oz the Illes thereunto 
belonging, and appzehended, and be thereof duly convicted, ſhall be pzoceeded agaimſt accoꝛding 
to the Laws of this Nation: And the ſaid Council require all whom it doth, oꝛ ſhalt concern, 
That they carefully put in Execution the ſaid Laws and Statutes, againſt ail ſuch Jeluites, 
Seminarp⸗Pꝛieſts, and Lraficking-Papiſts , and every of them reſpectively,
